Is Using a Boat Lifting System the Best Antifouling Alternative? 



Many boat owners dread that time of the year when they have to reapply antifouling paint again to 
keep their vessel protected from marine organisms. Barnacles, weed and slime can attach 
themselves to the hull of your boat and can cause some serious issues in the future. Many people 
avoid the tedious chore of reapplying paint by using a boat lifting system, but there are other 
solutions that could work better for you. 

If your marina or council does not allow these systems or you would prefer to enjoy the ocean views 
without any obstructions, there are other ways to keep your boat in great shape without using boat 
lifts in Australia. Some owners may also feel uneasy when using a boat lift as they could seem less 
secure than keeping the boat at water level. 

FloatBricks and Sea Pens allow your boat to dry at water level and require far less effort than a boat 
lift. They are also a great option for people who operate their boat single-handed or who have 
children on board. FloatBricks are perfect for vessels under 6 metres. The owner applies a controlled 
amount of speed to launch the boat onto the bricks and then simply allows it to dry naturally. When 
the owner is ready to go, they can be on their way within seconds. 

Sea Pens are made for vessels over 6 metres. The vehicle simply needs to be driven onto the Sea Pen 
and then water is pumped out. There is a rope mesh that wraps around your boat; this mesh creates 
a barrier between the hull of your boat and the bottom of the Sea Pen, which allows water to drain 
down. As a result, the boat rests on an air pocket so it can dry. Next time you are ready to set sail, 
simply reverse out and you can be on your way.
